Gift to an Eminent
Litterateur.

The Office Has Been Vacant
Since Lord Tennyson's Death,

Qctober 6, 1892,

The Honored Rhymer Is a Critic
and Journalist of Inter-
national Repute.

AN EVENTFUL LITERARY CAREER.

Escaping from the Legal Profession, to
Which His Parents Had Assigned
Him, He Began to Climb Par-
nassus at an Early Age.

Tondon, Dec. 81.—In sccordance with the
nsugl custom of conferring honors on the
occasion of the New Year, the Queen has
to-day appolnted Alfred Austin Poet Lau-
reate, an office which hns been vaeant since
the death of Lord Teunyson, on October
6,.1802.

Alfred Austin, the new Poet Laureats, Is
m poet, critic and journalist. He was born
at Hendingley, near Leads, May 30, 1835,
His father waos a merchant and magistrate
of the borough of Leeds, and his mother
was the glster of Joseph Locke, the em-
fnent ¢ivll engineer, and M. P. for the
borough of Houlton, of which he was Lord
of the Manor :

Both his puarents belng Roman Catholies,
be was sent to Stonyhurst College, and af-
terward to St Mary's College, Oscott.
From Oscott he tonk his degree at the
TUnlversity of Lontdon in 1853, mnd In ISOHT
be was culled to the bay of the Tnner Tem:-
ple. But the publledtion, although anony-
mobgly, of a poem entitled “Handolph,”
when he swas 18, showed (e bent of his
disposition, and [t may be stated, on the
guthority of Mr, Austin himself, that he
ostensllily embraced the stondy of the law
ouly i deference to the wishes of his par-
ents, oaud frop hls earlest years was Im-
bued with the desive and determination to
devote hig llfe mainly to feratute.

The expression of this resolve s fottnd In
nongvel wiltten and publsled while he
was yot pomiinor.  On the denth of Uls
fatliop, In
Cirenlt and weant to Nuly. His first ae-
knowludgod volume of verse, “The Scnson:
£ Bative," appeared in 1861. A third and
réviged edition of “The Season” appeared
in 1869,

Hiz other poetical produetions are “The
I{mmm Tragedy," 1882, republished In nn
amwended form In 1876, and again finally
revised In 1888; “The CGolden Age: a
Bafire,” 1871: “Interiudes,’” 187T2: *“‘Rome
or Dreath,” 1873; “Madonna's Child,"” 1873
“The Tower of Babel,” & drama, 1874:
*“Leszko, the Bastard: A Tale of Pollsh
Grief,"" 1877; “Savonarola,” a tragedy,
1881; “Bollloguies In Song,"” "At the Gate
of the Convent,” “Love's Widowhood and
Other Poems," “'Prince Lunolfer” and “Eng-
lish Lyries,” all published between 1881
and 1860, ]

He hns published three novels— Fiyve
Years of It,'" 18068; “An Artlst's Proof,"
1864, and “Won by = Hend," 18668; also,
“The Poetry of the Period,"” reprinted from
Temple Bar, 1870, and “A Vigdicatlon of
Lord Byron,” 1860, occesloned by Mrs.
Btowse's article, '‘“Phe True Btory of Lord
Iyron's Life.”

He has written much for the London
Bitandard (newspaper) and for the Quarterly:
Roview. During the sittings of the Ec¢u-
menical Council of the Vatlean he repra-
gented the Standard at Mome, aod he was
& specinl correspondent of that journml at
the headquarterd of the King of Prussin
in the Franco-German war,

1893, he auittedt the. Northern

Horrors,” and "Epgland’s Polley and

Tn 1883, In conjunctlon with Mr. W. J.
Courthope, he founded the Nationnl Ite-
view, and eontinued to edit that perlodical
till the Summer of 1804, In 1802 Messrs,
Macmlilan issued 'a eollected edition of his
poems In six volumes, slnee which time
they have published “Fortunatus the Pes-
slmist” and “Bagluad’'s Duyling, and Other
FPoems,” and a prose work entitled *‘The
Garden That I Love."

The Queen has also elevated to the peer-
age Bir Frederick Leighton, president of
the Royal Academy, and Mr. Henry Glbbs,
formerly & member of the House of Comi.
mong and of late a divcotor of the Bank
of Hngland, and hos kolghted the Hon, P.
P. Crease, Senior Puoisne, Judge of British
Columbia.

Myr. Henry H. Gibbs hns been a large
donor to the purse of the Conservative
party.

Two Sent to the Connecticut Schosl Untll

Bridgeport, Dec, 31.—The thres boys ar-
rested yesterday for placine. obstheles on
the tracks of the Berkshire divislon of the
Congolidated road, near the North Bridge-
port Statlon, were arrnigned befora Judge
arroll, In the City Court, thls moming.
After a thorough exnminntlon Judge Car-
roll gald he was satisfied that they should
be punished, and sestenced Peter Grobham
nod Fred Hosbach to the Connecticut
Schoot for Boys unfil they reach thefr ma-
Jority. In the case of Willle Nagle, the
youngest of the trio, he suspended sen-
tence. Judge Carrell, In rendering his de-
clslop, sald he was convineed that the
boys wera well aware of what they wers
dolng, although they wmizht not at the thme
have realized the enority of the offence

Sehnry and ‘the whole sub-commltted of
the Chamber of Commerce.

The plan is the addition of a clause to
the Excise bill which Mr. Plott bhas bren
working ont, to the effect thnt ** all res-
taurants shall hereafter possess all the
privileges enjoyed ut present by hotels.”

The: Rev., Dr. Parkhurst I8 altogether
Aellglitod  with Mr. Grosse's plan. It
meess his viéws on the Sunday gquestlon
to a mlvety, BSpeaking te thé Commlittee
of the Unlted Socletles for Liberal Sun-
day Lows, he gaid:

DR, PARKHURST ON BHER SALOONS.

T have, absolutely. no objectlon to de-
eently econducted beer "paloons. I know
that the Germions who freguent  sush
places drink In moderstion. But I shall
never glve my volee to the opening of
zin mills on Sungday.' !

Dir, John ¥Frledrich, president of the
Unlted Boclotles for Liberal Sundaoy Laws,
sald that that body had unguoaligedly in.
doraed Mr. Grosse's proposition. *Tt is to
be foreseen,” he sald, “thot gin-mil own-
era will oppose tle passage of any bl that
does not acenrd them' the broddest Hherly,
Dr. Parkhurst sald he feared that this op-
position may prove a serlous obstacle to
the passage of the biil In question. Buat
for my part, 1 belleve that this very oppost-
tion will only serve to stlmulnte the ruenl
legisiators to vote for the bill. 1 sm quite
sure that [t will eventunlly become a law."

Mr, Grosse bimself was inclined to be
taelturn on the subject of the propositlon
which hie hnd sobmltted. “The confer-
enves,” he gald, “whlel we Hove Had with
Eauterbaely, the Rev, Dr. Parkhurst and
the Hxeise Sub-Committes of the Ohamber
of Commerce, were Informal and Individonl
‘But In every lustince my proposition met
with approval.! The commlttee of the
Chamber of Commerce was at first too
deeply absorbed in the local option theory
to- pay much attention to anything else;
but I am quite sure now thnt the local op-
tlon business I8 a bock number, and will
pever see the light of dny again.'

Although Mr. Grogse did not go Into' de-
tall in reference to his last statement, It ls
presumed that the reason the Chamber of
Commercé has dropped local option is be-
cause it was nnderstood Mr. Platt was: op-
posed this plan, and when the man who
hns the Legislnture in his pocket is op-
poged to anything, 1t is juat as well to take
a similar vlew. =
